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BRYAN MORE RADICAL 
THAN IN 1896, HE SAYS 


Has Nothing to Withdraw on Eco- 
nomical Questions Discussed, 


STILL BELIEVES IN SILVER 


But It Is Not an Issue Now—Hint to/! 
Eleventh Hour Workers in the 
Democratic Vineyard. 


LONDON, July 12.--Willlam J. Bryan, | 


having read American newspapers of re- 
cent date, discussed some of the ques- 
tions which have been raised since he has 
again become prominent as a Presiden- 
tial possibility. He said: 

“TI notice that I am now described by 
fs0ms as conservative, and in order that 
there may be no misunderstanding on that | 


subject permit me to say that in one} 


sense I always have been a conservative. 
The Democratic policies are conservative 


in that they embody old principles applied 
to new conditions. There was nothing 
new in principle in either of the platforms 
on which I stood. 

“We were accused of attacking prop- 
erty when in fact the Democratic Party 
is the defender of property, because it | 
endeavors to draw the line between honest 
accumulation by honest methods on the 
cne side and predatory wealth and im- 
moral methods on the other. It is to the 
interests of every nonest man that dis- 
honesty should be exposed and punished; 
otherwise the deserving are apt to suffer 
for the undeserving. | 

“If, however, by the word conservative 
they mean that I have changed my posi- 
tion on any public question or moderated 
my opposition to corporate aggrandize- 
ment, they have a surprise waiting for 
them. I am more radical than I was in 
1896, and have nothing to withdraw on 
economic questions which have been under 
discussion. The only question we dis- 
cussed in 1896 upon which there has been | 
any apparent change is the silver ques- 
tion, and that has not been a change in 
the advocates of bimetailism, but in con- 
ditions. 

“We contended for more money and 
urged the free coinage of silver as the 
only means then in sight of securing it. 
The increased production of gold has 
brought in part the benefit we expected 
to secure from the restoration of silver. 
‘Lhe per capita volume of money in the 
United States is almost 50 per cent. great- 
er now than it was in 1896, and the bene- 
lits brought by this increase have not 
only vindicated the quantitative theory of 
money, but nave proved the benefits of 
the larger amount of money. No advo- 
cate of the gold standard can claim the 
triumph of his logic. 

“*I believe in bimetallism, aud I believe 
that the restoration of silver would bring 
still further prosperity, besides restoring 
par in exchange between gold and silver 
using countries; but I recognize, as do all 
other bimetaillists whom I have met 
abroad, that the unexpected and unprece- 
dented increase in gold production has for 
the present removed the silver question 
&@s an issue. 

“While the money question has waned | 
in importance other questions have been | 
forging to the front, and to these ques- | 
tions we must apply the same principles | 
we applied to the money question, and 
seek to secure the greatest good to the 
greatest number by legislation which | 
conforms to the doctrine of equal rights 
for all and special privileges for none. 

“On the new questions many will act 
with us who were against us on the 
money question, for, notwithstanding the | 
discussion of that question, millions did} 
not understand it and were frightened into 
opposition. We cannot expect the support 
of any one who is interested in taking | 
advantage of the people, either through | 
trusts or through any other illegitimate 
form of business. 

“Our efforts should be to distinguish 
between those corporations which are le- 
gitimate and those aggregations of wealth 
which are organized for purposes of public 
plunder, and appeal for support to those 
only who are willing to have the Govern- 
ment protect each person in the enjoy- 
ment of his own earnings. 

“The newspapers have been trying to 
create friction between what they call! 
‘old friends” and ‘new friends’ in poli- 
tics. Those are friends who are working 
toward a common end, and each campaign 
brings to some extent a new alignment. } 
In 1806 the party lost many Democrats, | 
and was recruited by a great many who] 
had been Republicans up to that time, and 
welcomed them. In 1900 some came 
back who were against us in 1896, and we 
did not shut the door against them. I 
have no idea that the party will require 
tickets of admission in the coming cam- 
paign. 

“Usually parties are so anxious to se- 
cure recruits that past differences are 
not emphasized if there is sincere agree- 
ment on present issues. I do not know 
that we can find a better plan than the 
Bible plan, which admits the eleventh 
hour comer to a place in the vineyard and 
to share the reward with those who began 
earlier. 

**T think this is sound politics as well as 
sound religion, provided the new recruit 
comes to work and not to interfere with 
the other laborers. But of course, when 
an overseer has to be selected experience 
cannot be left out of consideration. The 
worker who came late would, if honest,

too modest to assume an attitude of su- 
periority over those who had toiled during 
the earlier hours. While the question is 
one of purpose a man who recognizes the 
dangers that threaten our country and is 
anxious to avert them will not find it 
difficult to establish friendly relations 
with those who saw the dangers at an 
earlier date.

“Come on, gents!” a big man was 
shouting outside an open booth, “ here's 
yer chance to win out. Get next to the 
It's the real works, 
Ten of youse people buys a ticket, and 
then we hands you a number. We shuf- 
fles the slips and the lucky man cops the 
prize—a real yaller canary bird. Come 
on, gents! It’s the real thing this bird; 
a regular cuckoo.” 

The observant man tried the game and 
lost. He expected to lose, for his chance 
of winning was but one to ten anyway, 
and with four or five men employed by 
the management in the game his chance 
was even smaller. He passed on to the 
next. This was the “‘ candy” game, run 
on the same principle. Then he suc- 
cessively tried his luck at the “ knife 
board,’’ where he paid 10 cents for-the 
privilege of throwing rings at a knife 
stuck into four feet of plank; the “ dart 
game,"’ where he fired a feathered pin 
from an air rifle for a prize; the “ pick- 
out game,"’ where he picked out an en- 
velope containing nothing, hoping to get 
a cheap prize, and then the Japanese 
rolling ball game, where he tried his 
skill in rolling a ball to a hole for another 
prize.

man reappeared with Capt. Harkins of the 
Coney Island Police Station and Borough 
Inspector Cross. They approached the 
Canary Bird game stand. The man there 
recognized the quiet man.

Ex-President Regalado, Who Led In- 
vading Force, Killed. 


PAN \MA, July 12.—Sefior Barrios, For- 
eign M.nister of Guatemala, cabled to the 
Panaman Government this afternoon as 
follows: 

“Guatemala, July 12.—The Salvado- 
ran Government has invaded Guatemala 
territory, compelling. us to make an en- 
ergetic defense. We obtained a complete 
victory yesterday at Jicaro, where Gen. 
Tomas Regalado, the chief commander of 
the Salvadoran Army, was killed.” 

Gen. Regalado was formerly President 
of Salvador, and was a candidate for the 
Presidency for the next period.

MEXICO CITY, July 12.—According to 
advices received here, Gen. Toledo, the 
Guatemalan revolutionist, who has been 
recruiting his forces and has now some 
good artillery, offered battle yesterday to 
Guatemalan regular troops in the Depart- 
ment of Jutinpa, at a point about four 
miles from the Salvadoran border, in- 
flicting decisive defeat on the Guate- 
malan forces. There was heavy loss on 
both sides. The revolutionists are jubilant 
over their success. 


JEWS RETURN TO WARSAW: 


No Rioting There Yesterday—Some 
Going to Palestine. 


WARSAW, July 12.—It is estimated that 
no less than 40,000 Jews—old men, wo- 
men, and children—fled from Warsaw 
yesterday. Most of the able-hedied male 
Jews remained to protect their property. 

Many of the Jewish shops were closed 
to-day and the houses of the Jews were 
empty. Intense depression preva‘led in 
the Jewish quarter, where the inhabitants 
had organized a system of self-defense. 


Armed gvards were posted at the gates 
+4 all the houses and patrols paraded the 
treets. 

The day, however, passed quietly, and, 
convinced that a “‘pogrom™ here js out 
of the question, the Jews are now return- 
ing to their homes.

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| ROOSEVELT FORCED 


PLATT-ODELL PEACE 


Turned Down the Senator’s Ad- 
vocacy of Morris. 


GAVE UP CORRESPONDENCE 


Platt Talks of the New Line-up and 
Wait for Develop- 
ments, 


Says 


From Washington yesterday came an 
Interesting explanation of the causes 
which have led up to the burying of the 
hatchet between Platt and Odell when ap- 


parently their differences were irreconcil- 
able. According to this story it was the 
action of President Roosevelt in naming 
Charles M. Hough as United States Dis- 
trict Court Judge that finally drove the 
Senator into the Odell camp. 

Senator Platt warmly championed the 
cause of Robert C. Morris for the new 
Judgeship. He had previously wanted to 
have Morris named as United States Dis- 
trict Attorney to succeed Gen. Burnett, 
and had failed. When'the Senator saw 

| that Morris was not to get this place also 
he wrote to President Roosevelt stating 
that he was being humiliated and that 
even leaving out of consideration the 
services he had rendered to Mr. Roosevelt 
in the State and the Nation he had some 
right to have his predilections re,arded. 

The President's reply to this, according 
to the Washingtoy story, was that he 
recognized no one’s right to dictate ap- 
pointmants, and stood on his own right 
to name any man he chose for a Federal 
post. Then the correspondence was turned 
over to Attorney General Moody. 

It was believed that when Mr. Hough's 
name came up for confirmation and was 
considered by the Senate Committee on 
Judiciary, Senator Platt would make a 
stiff fight against confirmation and hav- 
ing Hough’s name reported out of the 
committee. To forestall such an attempt, 
Attorney General Moody sent the corre- 
spondence to the Judiciary Committee, 
where it was read. The committee couid 
have with propriety made the letters pub- 
lic, but refrained frem doing so out cf 
regard for the Senator’s feelings. 

This was the final straw, and the 
senior New York Senator cut loose from 
the President and sought peace with 
Odell. 

Just what strength Platt can bring 
into the contest is problematical, the 
politicians say, but there was evidence 
yesterday that the Senator intends to try 
to make himself count in New York poli- 
tics. Probably as the result of the prom- 
inence given to his name as a factor in 
the State fight, many politicians called 
on the Senator at his office yesterday— 
more than have been at 49 Broadway since 
the good days of the ‘“‘ Easy Boss.” 

The Platt-Odell alliance to oppose @ re- 
nomination for Gov. Higgins and oust 
County Chairman Parsons through the 
primaries was confirmed by Senator Platt 
himself yesterday. It seemed to give the 
Senator much satisfaction to announce 
the signing of a peace treaty with his 
enemy of the last few years, although 
he refused to dilate upon its exact terms. 

In his room at 49 Broadway the Senator, 
looking bronzed and rejuvenated by the 
sun and air of his country home, beamed 
upon the interviewers who called to ask 
about the new alliance. As he told about 
{t his eyes wandered to a large framed 
photograph of the ex-Governor and State 
Chairman hanging on the wali of his 
office, on which was written: “ Faith- 
fully yours, B. B. Odell, Jr.”’ 

*“ Yes,’’ said the Senator, “it is quite 
true that ex-Gov. Odell came to see me 
last week. He came on a mission of peace, 
and I received him in the same spirit. 
That is all I care to say about the matter 
at this time. I will issue a statement in a 
few days.”’ 

** Did you talk politics as well as peace?” 
was asked. 

“ Now, just wait for developments,” re- 
plied the Senator. ‘‘ They will tell you all 
about it, I am going to the Oriental Hotel 
at Manhattan Beach this evening, and 
expect to remain until Monday. When I 
get back to my office I believe I will have 
something to say.’’ 

“Will there be a session of the Sunday 
School at the beach?’’ was asked. 

“One of the old-fashioned kind?” 
laughed the Senator. ‘“*‘ Well, I may find 
some of the old scholars there on Sunday. 
Wait and see.”’ 

“What is the political situation in the 
State? "’ 

** Chaotic.” 

‘* Who will succeed Odell as State Chair- 
man in the Fall?” 

“That has not yet been discussed. I 
don’t know yet that he will be succeeded 
by any one. Much depends on whether he 
wants a re-election.”’ 

When asked about the situation in the 
county the Senator said he was not yet 
entirely familiar with the local situation 
and did not care to express an opinion 
until he had looked around a bit. ‘ Just 
wait for developments,’’ was all that he 
would say. 

Not only does the combination of Platt 
and Odell mean a war against Gov. Hig- 
ins and President Roosevelt, but in the 
udgment of many Republicans it also 
means a joint attempt to control the next 
State Legislature, which will elect suc- 
cessors to Senators Platt and Depew, 
should anyth:ng happen to either of them. 
It is believed that neither of the Senators 
will feel equal to the rigors of another 
session, and Chairman Odell would not be 

| averse to filling one of the places iy the 

Senate. If he can control the situation 
the honor may be his when a change is 
made. 

Among the Senator’s_ callers 
was Peace Ambassador Lemuel Ely 
They had a long talk, and later Mr.

Also, Gov. Higgins has announced that 
if he is out of the race he {fs in favor of 
Lieut. Gov. Bruce, and that would elim- 
inate Woodruff. No one, however, mini- 
mizes Woodruff’s importance at this time. 
He says he is neutral at present, but he 
will soon visit Senator Platt. 

“‘IT will probably call on the Senator at 
Manhattan Beach,” said Mr. Woodruff 
yesterday. ‘“‘I expect to talk over the 
situation with him then."’ 

Asked where he stood on the present 
; situation, Mr. Woodruff said: 

“‘T don’t care to discuss the matter now, 
but this much can be said, that I am not 
committed in any way either on the Gov- 
ernorship or the+State Chairmanship. At 
present I am neutral.”’

Mrs. Rockefeller and her 
husband found that nothing had been 
taken, and laughed over the affair. The 
railroad company had its detectives here 
to-day looking the matter up. 

A man named Evans was sent here from 
Norwalk two days before the trunk was 
broken into to assist the agent, and he 
left this morning. The detectives learned 
that Evans took the trunk from a night 
train, and as it was too heavy for him 
to lft he left it on the station platform 
all night. Evans feared that the Rockc- 
fellers might cause his discharge, and 
left the neighborhood. Mrs. Rockefellcr 
gathered up the garments and had them 
sent to her home. 


BIG COTTON FACTOR GONE. 


Head of Alexander & Alexander Miss- 
Ing—Discrepancy of $145,000. 


AUGUSTA, Ga., July 12.—Alexander & 
Alexander, one of the largest firms of 
cotton factors in the State, is finan- 
clally embarrassed, and discrepancies of 
about $145,000 were discovered in the 
firm's accounts, following the disappear- 
ance of Thomas W. Alexander, head of 
the company. 

Mr. Alexander left Augusta Saturday 
after borrowing $200 from a friend, say- 
ing he was going to New York. The fol- 
lowing night his brother, Bishop Alex- 
ander, the junior member of the firm, 
received a telegram from him asking that 
his office desk be opened and three let- 
ters found there be delivered. One of 
the letters was to his partner, in which 
a statement was made of the financial 
embarrassment of the firm and saying 
that if Mr. Alexander were not back in 
Augusta by Wednesday he would never 
be seen again. Another letter was ad- 
dressed to a local cotton mill President 
and a third to Mr. Alexander's wife, 


21 KILLED IN MEXICAN FLOOD. 


Many Injured at Ocampo, Mexico, and 
Mining Property Destroyed. 


EL PASO, Texas, July 12.—A flood and 
landslide on July 10 at Ocampo, Chihua- 
hua, Mexico, almost destroyed the camp 
and killed at least twenty-one persons. 
Many others were injured, and it ig be- 
lieved that some of them will die. Al! 
the killed and injured were Mexicans, 

The American residents are alleviating 
the suffering of the wounded and recov- 
ering the bodies of the dead. Robert 
Brooks, General Manager of the W. C. 
Greene Gold and Silver Compaty at 
Ocampo, ts in charge of the relief work. 

The Greene Company's offices were 
swept away, but all its American em- 
ployes escaped. The adobe houses of the 
Mexican laborers were washed apart by 
the downpour of rain and were then bur- 
fed wmder the falling mountain slide. 
The loss to the Greene Company is esti- 
mated at $10,000. The Watterson Com- 
pany camp was damaged to the extent of 
$20,000. Some of the houses were buried 
under 250 feet of earth. The Americans 
in the camp telegraphed to Minaca, the 
nearest railroad point, for supplies. It is 
said that gixteen bodies have been recov- 
ered, 


CANNED BEEF EXPORTS. 


2,977,979 Pounds In June Against 6,310, 
553 Pounds in June, 1905. 


WASHINGTON, July 12.—The advance 
statements of the exports of provisions, 
issued to-day by the Bureau of Statistics 
of the Department of Commerce and 
Labor, show the total value of provisions 
exported, exclusive of ljve cattle, hogs, 
and sheep at the principal ports of the 
United States dunjing June, 1906, wae $15,- 
865,278, against $13,553,014 In June, 1905, 
and for the fiscal year 1906, $191,056,535, 
against $152,530,673 in 1905. 

The total quantity of canned beef ex- 
ported through prificipal ports during 
June was 2,977,979 pounds, against 6,310,- 
553 pounds in June of last year, and for 
the twelve months ending with June, 1906, 
was 64,173,808 pounds, against 66,827,289 
pounds in 1906. 

The reduction in the June figures is ap- 
parently due in a large dégree to a reduc- 
tion in the movements to Japan, which 
imported largely of this article during the 


war.

Jury to-day indicted two companies and 
four individuals for violation of the Sher- 
man anti-trust law. It is the Ice Trust 


which is struck at, and the charge is a 
conspiracy to fix the price of ice. 

This action is the result of the public 
indignation over the so-called ice famine 
that prevailed here until the dealers got 
frightened. While this indignation was 
at its height the authorities began to look 
into the report that a trust existed. They 
found that one did, and hence the in- 
dictments. 

The defendant corporations are the 
American Ice Company and the Chapin- 
Sacks Manufacturing Company. The in- 
dicted individuals are Samuel A. Kimber- 
ley, President, and George F. Hoover, 
agent, of the American Ice Company, 
and Arthur A. Chapin, President, and 
Samuel C. Redman, Secretary and Treas- 
urer of the Chapin Sacks Manufacturing 
Company. 

The charge is that the defendants, con- 
trolling 75 per cent. of the ice business 
of the District of Columbia, ended their 
competition with each other on or be- 
fore April 20, 1906, and conspired that 
the two companies should thereafter 
charge the same price to ice dealers, all 
this In restraint of trade. 

The penalty is $5,000 fine or one year’s 
imprisonment, or both. 

The conspiracy is alleged to have been 
an agreement not to sell to dealers who 
should dispose of ice at wholesale for less 
than 25 cents per hundred pounds, or at 
retail for less than 40 cents per hundred. 
Bench warrants were issued, and the de- 
fendants promptly appeared and gave 
bail. 

The crusade for the enforcement of the 
weights and measures law against ice 
dealers has been so vigorously prosecuted 
that a panic reigns among the trade. 
Arrests of icemen who do not weigh ice 
or who give short weight have been pro- 
ceeding rapidly. The result of the panic, 
the Inspectors say, is that the ice dealers 
are throwing away scales, without even 
testing them. All scales concerning tne 
accuracy of which there is any doubt 
are being relegated to the junk pile and 
new ones are being purchased. 

The public indignation has not been 
lessened materially, though the “ice 
famine” no longer exists. On the con- 
trary, the feeling has risen somewhat 
since the discovery that the !nfant mor- 
tality of the District has been on the 
increase. This, physicians say, is due 
to the souring of milk by the insufficient 
supply of ice. A good deal of the milk 
that the babies got during the “ice 
famine” was efther soured or in such 
condition as to irritate the stomachs and 
intestines of the infants. The infantile 
death rate has gone up week by week. 


ICE MEN TO FIGHT TRUST. 


Brooklyn Dealers dge $150,000 
for an Independent Plant. 


Thg first definite step in the fight of 
the independent dealers against the Ice 
Trust was taken last night In Brooklyn, 
when plans were perfected which it is 
hoped will free the independent Brooklyn 
dealers and the residents of the borough 
from the clutches of the combine. One 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars was 
pledged toward the movement. Now that 
Brooklyn has taken the initiative it is un- 
derstood that the independent dealers of 
Manhattan will get together and adopt 
similar plans. 

The announcement that the campaign 
had been fairly launched, and that it 
would be fought to a finish, was made by 
President George Beer of.the Independent 
Ice Dealers’ Association of Brooklyn aftcr 
a meeting of that body held in Prospect 
Hall last night. The meeting was execu- 
tive. but the details of the business trans- 
acted were officially announced immedl- 
ately after adjournment. 

To begin with, the erection of a plant 
for the manufacture of artificial ice was 
decided upon. This plant, which will be 
run the year round, will cost $250,000. Of 
this amount $150,000 has already been 
pledged by persons whose names wers 
Pithneld. The other $90,000 will be raised 
by the sale of stock to the independent 
dealerg at $100 a share. 

The $150,000 guaranteed in advance elim- 
inates any necessity for delay, and the 
work will be begun on the 4 t within 
the month. Its exact site has not ret 
been determined upon, but it will probably 
be built somewhere in South Brooklyn. 

It was also decided to construct three 
docks for the reception of ice from inde- 
pendent cutters up the Hudson. One of 
these docks will be built in Wallabout Ba- 

| gin, another on the Gowanus Canal, at 
| Sixth Street, and the third on the bay 
front, between Twenty-fifth and Thirty- 
ninth Streets. The money for these 
{docks will be ®bubscribed by the deal- 
| ers, and storage facilities will be pro- 
; vided from the same source. All told, 
| the preliminaries for the fight which it is 
roposed to make will require about $300,-

ithe meeting. ‘‘ Brooklyn ‘dealers have 
| been dominated by the trust long enough, 
and there is, [ may say, more money in 
| sight than will be needed. There will be 
no backdown, and as soon as we com-

| to give persons in Brooklyn cheaper ice 
than they ever had before. 

“Of course the citizens are with us, 
and we anticipate their support, no matter 
what tactics the trust may adopt when 
we get down to business In earnest.”

DREYFUS CLEARED 
AFTER 12 YEARS 


Court of Cassation Finds 
Charges All False.

|REPARATION TO BE SWIFT

Copyright, 1906, 
PARIS, July 12.—Dreyfus is vindl- 


cated at last. The decision of the Court 
of Cassation in his case, announced to- 
day, quashes the verdict of the Rennes 
court-martial without referring it back 
for a rehearing to another military 
tribunal. This result will generally be 
welcomed with profound relief, 

It would be difficult to imagine any- 
thing more conclustve than the de- 
structive analysis of the charges 
against the accused contained in this 
verdict, which gives the history of the 
case once more, justifying, but now 
definitely, the affirmation of the inno- 
cence of Capt. Dreyfus. After recall- 
ing the conditions under which this 
last revision was undertaken, the ver- 
dict declares that the three new facts 
cited by the Reporter are of themselves 
sufficient te justify the quashing of the 
Rennes judgment. 

Esterhazy Wrote Bordereau. 

In the course of its survey of the dif- 
ferent charges against Dreyfus the 
court declares that there was no foun- 
dation for any of them. It furthermore 
affirms as an incontestable fact that 
the bordereau was the work of Ester- 
hazy, and describes the views to the 
contrary expressed by certain experts 
as bad reasoning based upon. forged 
documents. <A technical examination 
of the bordereau shows, it says, that 
the information contained in it could 
not have emanated from an officer of 


the General Staff, but must have come 
from a regimental officer such as Es- 
terhazy. 

The legend of a confession by Drey- 
fus is likewise disposed of, as also the 
accusations illegally produced at 
Rennes, that is to say, those drawn 
from the secret dossier which formed 
an essential element in the charge of 
treason. > 

The conclusion of the verdict is that, 
in view of the fact that “‘ nothing re- 
mains of the accusation against Drey- 
fus and that there is nothing which 
can be imputed to him as a crime or 
misdemeanor,” the Court of Cassation 
quashes and annuls the verdict of the 
military tribunal at Rennes, which 
“condemned him erroneously and 
wrongfully.” . 

The court further takes notice of the 
renunciation by Dreyfus of all claim 
to indemnity and orders the placarding 
of the verdict in Rennes and Paris, as 
well as its publication in the Journal 
Officiel and a number of other news- 
papers. 

The subject will be brought before 
the Chamber of Deputies to-morrow, 
and it is announced that the Prime 
Minister has already stated that the 
Government has decided in principle to 
submit to Parliament immediately a 
bill providing for the readmission of 
ex-Col. Picquart to the army and his 
promotion to the rank ,of. General of 
Brigade, as also for the readmission of 
Dreyfus, who will receive promotion to 
the rank of Major. 

Several Deputies have suggested that 
the Government should placard the ver- 
dict of the Court of Cassation in all the 
French communes. A decision as to 
the statement to be made to-morrow in 
the Chamber on these questions, as also 
respecting certain suggested measures 
affecting officers who gave evidence 
against Dreyfus, was taken at a Cabi- 
net Council to-night. 

Honor Restored, Says Dreyfus. 

While Mme. Dreyfus and her two 
children, Pierre and Jeanne, were in 
court with Mme. Zola, Mathieu Drey- 
fus, and other personal friends, Capt. 
Dreyfus awaited the verdict alone at 
home. To a representative of the press 
who was admitted to interview him 
after he had learned the result he said: 

“The ordeal has been long and se- 
vere—it has above all been long. The 


last stage, that of the inquiry in the e 


Criminal Chamber, seemed to me inter- 
minable, but work was for me a calm- 
ing influence. I helped Maitre Mornard, 
my eminent counsel and friend, in the 
preparation of his speech to the court. 
It was no slight task, this minute study 
of so voluminous a dossier, and this re- 
vision and refutation of charges accu- 
mulated against an innocent man. 

“T am now at the end of my suffer- 
ing. My honor is restored.” 

Dreyfus’s interlocutor pressed him to 
give an opinion as to his future. He 
refused to talk, saying: 

“The verdict of the court has 
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pronounced. I am again an officer, 
and as such am obliged to refuse to ex- 
press any opinion.” 


PARIS, July 12.—The Ministry has de- 
cided to present an urgent bill in Parlia- 
ment restoring Dreyfus to the army with 
advanced rank, and otherwise giving 
most ample reparation to him. 

The decision of the Court of Cassation 
was a foregone conclusion, as exhaustive 
inquiries had completely demolished the 
fabric of the accusation against Dreyfus, 
showing that the real culprit was Ester- 
hazy. 

To-night the Ministers held a protracted 
Special session at the Elysée Palace un- 
der President Falliéres and determined on 
the Government's course in carrying out 
the decision. The text of two bills was 
formulated, which will be introduced in 
the Chamber of Deputies to-morrow, con- 
cerning, respectively, Dreyfus and Pic- 
quart, with the object of restoring both to 
the ranks they would have held if they 
had continuously served in the army. 
Dreyfus consequently will be nominated a 
Major, with eventual early promotion to 
a Lieutenant Colonelship. Picquart will 
immediately become a Brigadier General. 
Dreyfus’s name will also be inscribed on 
the list of the Legion of Honor, but he 
will not be directly nominated to that dis- 
tinction, though probably a decree plac+ 
ing him on the list will shortly appear. 

Bills to be Rushed. 

Discussion of the bills will be taken up 
immediately, and the Ministers will en- 
deavor to have them pass both houses In 
the course of the day, the Cabinet desir- 
ing to settle the matter before the pariia- 
mentary vacation in-order to avoid a re- 
currence of the agitation of the country. 

An intervellation by Deputy Pressensé 
relative to the Government's intentions 
regarding the officers who were witnesses 
before the court-martial will follow the 
passing of the two Dills. 

Deputy Breton has given notice of a bill 
providing for the transference of Emile 
Zola’s remains to the Pantheon with a 
public ceremonial. 

The decision of the Court of Cassation 
was read by the Presiding Judge, M. Bal- 
lot-Beaupré, President of the oourt, immie- 
diately on the reassembling of the court 
at noon. to-day. The Palace of Justice 
was thronged by an eager crowd seoking 
admission to the courtroom. Among those 
present were Mathieu Dreyfus, brother 
of ‘Alfred Dreyfus; Maftre Mornard, coun- 
gel for Capt. Dreyfus; Joseph Reinach, 
the historian of the Dreyfus affair; Col 
Picquart, and many others who have 
SJigured in various stages of the celebrated 
case. 

Scene In the Court. 

The scene as the decision was pro- 
nounced was one of impressive dignity, 
The members of the court, consisting of 
forty-nine Judges, gowned in flowing red 
robes, solemnly mounted the bench. Deep | 
silence prevailed as the presiding Judge 
read the decision. The reading lasted an 
hour, and it was only at the close that 
the spectators realized the sweeping na- 
ture of the vindication, 

As the final determination was an- 
nounced, there was a buaz of excited com- 
ment, and some exclamations of approval, 
which the court officers sternly repressed. 

Mathieu Dreyfus hastily dispatched a 
messenger to bear the good news to Capt. 
Dreyfus. 

Outside the court the crowd received the 
decision without making any demonstra- 
tion. 

Features of the Decision. 

The main features of the decision are 
as follows: 

The court holds that three new facts 
have been established. 

First—That the document from Gen. 
Mercier’s secret papers presented at the 
Rennes court-martial, in which the initial 
“D”" was substituted for ‘P,” was a 
falsification, establishing the strong pre- 
sumption of Dreyfus’s innocence. 

Second—That another document from 
the secret papers in which Dreyfus was 
alleged to have been shown to have deliv- 
ered to Germans the plans for the railway 
mobilization never reached the War De- 
partment authorities, and, therefore, 
Dreyfus could not have obtained posses- 
sion of it. 

Third—That the Rennes court-martial 
failed to hear essential testimony calcu- 
lated to establish the fact that Dreyfus 
was innocent. 

“These facts,” the court says, “ without 
seeking for any further grounds, are of a 
nature to establish the innocence of the 
accused, and it is only necessary to exam- 
ine whether the verdict of the Rennes 
court-martial shall be annulled without a 
retrial or be followed by another trial by 
a court-martial.” 

After a lengthy review of the document 
in the case known as the bordereau, the 
decision says it was written by Esterhazy 
and that the accusations connecting Drey- 
fus with the bordereau rest only on hypo- 
thesis and conjecture. 

‘The accusation against Dreyfus,"’ con- 
tinues the decision, “‘ whether based on the 
handwriting or text of the bordereau, was 
completely unjustified and without motive. 
Moreover, Dreyfus having a large fortune, 
“ene seeks in vain for any reason for his 
committing such a great crime. 

*“‘The court therefore holds that, as all 
the accusations against the accused fall 
to the ground, there is no necessity for a 
new trial, and, consequently, the judg- 
ment in oondemnation is annulled as un- 
warranted by the evidence.” 


A PAWN IN A GREAT GAME,

HISTORY OF THE GREAT CASE. 


Machinations by Which Justice Was 
Long Denied to Dreyfus. 


In the Summer of 1894 Gen. Mercier was 
Minister of War. He had aroused the ire 
of the independent popular press by many 
exasperating measures which had turned 
French garrison towns into places of mili- 
tary despotism. In August a member of 
the “contre espionage’’ had been caught 
near the Prussian frontier, and, on the 
eve of his court-martial, released by Min- 
isterial decree. Mercier did not explain 
that this man was in the service of 
France, and the independent press, led 
by Rochefort in his Intraensigeant, and 
Drumont in La Libre Parole accused the 
Minister of having treasonably released a 
German spy. So bitter and personal were 
the imprecations and insults heaped upon 
his head that his Ministerial career was 
threatened with an untimely end. 

Such was Mercler’s position when some 
scraps of paper found by a French spy 
at the German Embassy were brought to 
him. The scraps, when pasted together, 
formed a sheet of what is known as “ for- 
eign correspondence ’’ paper. On it were 
enumerated five documents which the 
writer promised to obtain—a note on the 
hydraulic brake of the 120 gun, a note on 
outpost troops, a note on the modification 
in artillery formatian, a note relating to 
Madagascar, and a note on the fileld-firing 
manual of March 14, 1894. It began with 
the words: “In the absence of any news 
indicating your desire to see me, I never- 
theless send you certain information of 
interest.’’ Then followed the notes. This 
sheet of paper was the famous bordereau. 
Its presence proved the existence of a 
traitor. Gen. Mercier placed the docu- 
ment in the hands of Lieut. Col. Du Paty 
de Clam and ordered him to investigate. 
If Mercier could unearth this traitor in a 
dramatic manner, he could once and for 
all silence the tlrades of the popular 
press. 

Among the officers of the Fourth Bu- 
reau of the General Staff was an Alsatian 
Jew, Capt. Alfred Dreyfus of the Four- 
teenth Artillery. He was a model soldier, 
capable and well instructed in the science 
of his profession, but was not popular 
with his associates. In’1872, when Alsace 
was made German, Alfred and his two 
younger brothers swore allegiance to 
France, leaving the eldest brother, 
Jacques, to conduct the family business 
in Mtilhausen, from which all derived con- 
aiderable income. In 1874 Alfred was a 
student at the Chaptal College and after- 
ward at Sainte Barbe. Four years later 
he was admitted to the French’ West 
Point—the Ecole Politechnique. He was 
graduated ag a sub-Lieutenant. He took 
up his special career as an artillerist at 
the Ecole d'Application, and in 1882 was 
appointed Second Lieutenant in the Thir- 
ty-firet Artillery. then at Mans, The fol- 
lowing year he was stationed in Paris; 
in 1889 he received the rank of Captain 
and was admitted to the Ecole de Guerre; 
in 1893 he was attached to the General 
Staff of the French Army. In the mean- 
time he had married and two children had 
been born to him. 


Du Paty’s Inspiration. 


In compering the handwriting of the 
bordereau with that of the various mem- 
bers of the General Staff, Du Paty de 
Clam at length reached the Fourth Bu- 
reau. He at once noted a similarity be- 
tween the treasonable script and the 
chirography of the Alsatian Jew. Du 
Paty was an officer of great imagination 
and of serio-comic proclivities. The re- 
semblance in handwriting became an in- 
spiration to him, then a conviction. He 
obtained letters written by Dreyfus and, 
with the bordereau, submitted them to 
Bertillon, the inventor of the now well 
known method of criminal measurements 
which bears his name. Bertillon was an 
impressionable man. The eloquence of Du 
Paty impressed him, and he declared that 
the writer of the bordereau and the writer 
of the submitted letters were one and the 
same man. 

Du Paty de Clam reported his success 
to Mercier, who received the intelligence 
with unfeigned joy and ordered Du Paty 
to proceed with his investigations and to 
arrest the supposed culprit. On Oct. 14 
Dreyfus received a note from Du Paty 
asking his presence at the latter's office 
on the following morning. When Drey- 
fus appedred he found with Du Paty M. 
Cochefert, Chief of Police. Then ensued 
a play which, but for its tragical ending, 
would have been a comedy. Dreyfus was 
asked to take a dictation from Du Paty. 
In this dictation Du Paty interpolated 
certain phrases from the bordereau. 
Dreyfus’s hand !s said to have trembled. 

“What is the matter?” inquired Du 
Paty. ‘‘I am cold,’”’ Dreyfus is reported 
to have replied. “No,” returned Du 


Paty, ‘‘you are not cold, your hand 
trembles because you are a traitor, and 
your treason has found you out.” 

On Du Paty’s order, M. Cochefert ar- 
rested Dreyfus and took him to the milli- 
tary prison of Cherche Midi. For seven- 
teen days no official accusation was 
made against Dreyfus; no charge entered 
on the prison register. In the meantime 
Du Paty called upon him and sought to 
make him confess that he had either tn- 
tentionally or unintentionally betrayed to 
an outsider some of the secrets of the 
General Staff. 

Scarcely had Dreyfus been arrested 
when Mercier summoned M. Leser of Le 
Figaro and declared that there was 
vie we® horas evidence "’ against Drey- 
fus. Previously he had issued notes to 
the press announcing the arrest of a 
“Jewish officer,”” which was “likely to 
have important results.’’ Mercier talked 
freely and MM. Rochefort, Drumont & 
Co. forgot thelr past. grievances and 
hailed him as a “terror to all traitors."’ 


The Curious Indictment. 


Du Paty, in the meantime, busied him- 
self with drawing up an indictment 
against Dreyfus. The document proved 
worthless and the duty was assigned to 
Commandant d’Ormescheville, who com- 
pleted his report on Dec. 9. It is one of 
the most curious documents in the whole 
case—Dreyfus was a libertine because 
he had once been seen conversing with

uthor of the bordereau; one said it might 

ave been written by another person. The 
two civil experts declared that Dreyfus 
was not the author. In spite of the re- 
monstrance of Maitre Demange the trial 
had been conducted behind .closed doors. 
and secrecy was still further maintained 
by the eourt retiring for final deliberation. 

News reached Mercier that Dreyfus was 
about to be declared innocent. Like a 
flash he saw his own ruin. What would 
his present friends and admirers of the 
popes beens say if, after all his boasting 

hat he had discovered the traitor, he 
should allow the Jewish Captain to escape? 
He hastened to the Hétel de Guerre and 
entered the chamber of deliberation. The 
court-martial, he learned, was indeed 
about to acquit the prisoner. He must act 
eo once. He addressed the court as fol- 
ows: 

‘Gentlemen, there is something more. 
I shall read to you a single sentence froni 
a letter in cipher which some months ago 
came into the possession of the Ministry. 
You will comprehend its source, although 


I am not permitted to reveal the con- 


text." He read in a distinct voice: ‘‘ De- 
cidedly this rascal of a Dreyfus becomes 
too exacting.” He then hastily retired, 
and the court, without question and Its 
members perhaps without realizing that 
they were transgressing Article 101 of 
the Code of Military Justice, which pro- 
vides that all evidence of prosecution 
must be made known to the accused, 
fcund the prisoner guilty. Alfred Dreyfus 
was thus convicted ‘ by order.” , 

On Jan. 5, 189%, Dreyfus was pubuicty 
degraded. The ceremony took place at 9 
A. M. in the courtyard of the Ecole Mill- 
taire and was one of the most tragic and 
dramatic scenes ever witnessed. The !n 
signia of rank were torn from his uniform 
by the Adjutant and his sword was 
broken. Later he was marched around 
jhe hollow square formed by the troops. 
Every little while he paused and cried out 
in a loud voice: ‘‘I am innocent! Vive la 
France!’”’ On catching sight of Du Paty 
de Clam, he exclaimed: ‘‘I,am innocent: 
You know I am innocent! ”’ 


Devil’s Isiand Torture. 


Dreyfus, under the charge of Capt. Le- 
brun Renaud, was taken back to prison, 
The sentence of death passed upon him 
had been commuted to imprisonment for 
life in a fortified place. On Feb. 9, a 
law was passed confirming such punish- 


ment for traitors in time of peace. To- 
ward the end of the month Dreyfus was 
on his way to Devil's Island, off the coast 
of French Guiana, there to suffer untold 
torments and persecution of every con- 
ceivable kind, physical and mental, for 
nearly five years. 

Dreyfus had few friends, but, little by 
little, rumors began to be heard in Paris 
that the evidence on which he had been 
convicted had been insufficient, that the 
court had shown prejudice against him 
because he was a Jew and an Alsatian. 
Certain papers at length expressed curi- 
osity to see this evidence. Dreyfus's ene- 
mies in the General Staff would have 
cheerfully complied with the request were 
it not for the fact that the archives of the 
trial were in the care of Lieut. Col. Georges 
a ong who had been appointed head 
of the Intelligence Bureau in June, 1895. 
And my was an honest man. On 
Sept. 14, 1896, an article appeared in The 
Eclair of Paris which contained several 
interesting features: A garbled version of 
the bordereau, a garbled version of the 
text read out by Mercier to the Court 
Martial, and the admission that this text 
had led to the conviction of Dreyfus. “It 
was communicated only to the Judges in 
their private room. As an irrefutable 
proof, it confirmed the opinion of the 
members of the Court Martial.’’ Du Paty 
was the author of this article. Fearing to 
broach Picquart on the subject, he had 
transcribed the bordereau and the Mercier 
note from memory. 

The admission that secret evidence had 
been produced was not lost on Dreyfus’s 
legal representatives, and Mme. Dreyfus 
petitioned the. Minister of Justice to in- 
vestigate. This he declined to do on the 

ound that the communication in the 

clair was not official, and that nothin 
had transpired to show that Article 10 
had been violated. Then Du Paty and 
whatever officers he had taken into his 
confidence lost their heads, They repre- 
sented to the Minister of War that a fac 
simile copy of the bordereau, together 
with eper mens of Dreyfus’s handwriting, 
must be published. he ~~ order 
was given. Le Matin of Now 10 contained 
the desired fac similes. 


Esterhazy’s Writing. 


A copy of Le Matin fell into the hands 
of a stock broker who had had dealings 
with a military adventurer and hanger-on 
of foreign Courts named Ferdinand Ester- 
hazy, or, as he preferred to be called, 
Marie Charles Ferdinand, Count Walsin- 


Esterhazy. In 1896 he was a commandant 
attached to the Seventy-fourth Regiment 
of Infantry. The broker at once recog- 
nized his handwriting as that of the bor- 
dereau. He told his suspicions to the late 
M. Scheurer-Kestner, then Vice President 
of the Senate and an honorable man. The 
latter at once called on Gen. Billot, who 
was then Minister of War, and tried to 
interest him in the matter. On being re- 
paleed he turned to Mathieu Dreyfus, 

rother of ae peeene, who, on Nov. 15, 
1897, addressed an open letter to Gen. 
Billot, publicly accusing Esterhazy of 
being the author of the bordereau. 

When that letter was made public con- 
firmatory evidence arrived from another 
source. In the Spring of 1896 a “ petit 
bleu,” or city tube telegram, had been in- 
tercepted by Picquart’s agents and 
brought to him as the head of the Intel- 
ligence Department. It was in writing 
and addressed to Col. von Schwarzkop- 

en, the German Military Attaché th 

aris. It was signed Esterhazy, and 
asked for an appointment. Picquart 
caused the career of this man to be, se- 
cretly investigated, and found it bad. At 
the same time he was haunted by the sus- 
Picion that he was not unacquainted with 
the handwriting in the “ petit bleu."’ Ac- 
cident caused him to compare it with the 
bordereau in his possession. He no longer 
doubted that the real author of the fa- 
mous list had been discovered. He in- 
formed his superior officer, Gen. Gonse, 
who at first gave him every encourage- 
ment in his investtation and _ then 
snubbed him. On Nov. 16 Picquart was 
dismissed from the head of the Intelli- 
pone Department and ordered to the 
rontier of Tunis, whence few officers re- 
turn. He was succeeded by Col. Henry, 
and the conspirators, now in full posses- 
sion of the secret archives, began to man- 
ufacture confirmatory evidence against 
the unfortunate prisoner of Devil's Island. 

nie 3 1897 party and racial strife had 
risen high. Few Frenchman believed in 
the innocence of Dreyfus or in the charge 
that he had been illegally convicted. The 
anti-Dreyfusards arounsed anti-Semitic 
hatred, and Gen. Billot. as Minister of 
War, continued to declare the Dreyfus 
case ended. On Jan. 2, 1898, Esterhazy 
was brought before a court-martial dis- 
tinctly favorable to him. Nine days later 
Picquart’s testimony having been sup- 
pressed, he was acquitted and acclaimed 
a hero. But the exultation of the con- 
spirators was short lived, for, on the 13th 
appeared Zola's famous letter, “‘ J’accuse,”’ 
which, although written at white heat. 
was the first comprehensive account wf 
the conspiracy that had been publishcd. 
M. Scheurer-Kestner had been Zola’s in- 
formant. 

Zola was prosecuted before a civil jury 
on Feb. 7, which prosecution was proba- 
bly the most flagrant travesty on justice 
ever witnessed in Paris. He was convict- 
ed on the charge of libel. He appealed, 
and his sentence was qpashed by the su- 
preme Court. A modified charge was 
then brought against him, and on July 
18 he was tried at Versailles—a great 
military post—and then, despairing of get- 
ing = threw up his case and fled to 
England.

On July 7, 1888, he made a 
speech in the Chamber, mete his sa- 
cred honor as a guarantee of the Tustios of 
Dreyfus’s punishment and read out three 
letters, two bearing the date of 1894 and 
one bearing that of 1896, which, he said, 
were in the same handwriting. They were 
supposed to have been intercepted while 
passing trom Sony erenonnen: the Ger- 
man military attaché, to Col. Panizzardi 
of the Italian Embassy in Paris. The mis- 
sives of 1894 contained the initial ‘“ D,” 
the later -one contained the name of 
Dreyfus in full. It read: 

“7 have heard that a Deputy is goin 
to interpolate on the Dreyfus affair. If 
on my return to Berlin the Kaiser shall 
cause me to be questioned, I shall say 
that I have never had any relations with 
this Jew. If they ask you, say the same 
thing, for no one must ever know that 
we had anything to do with him.” 

Of course, Cavaignac did not read the 
sentence about the Kaiser, nor did he 
more than imply the source of the letters. 
But his speech was received with vocif- 
erous acclaim, and by an enormous ma- 
pent ordered to be posted throughout 

rance, The Deputies were so relieved 
to find that Dreyfus's guilt was irrefuta- 
ble that they did not pause to inquire 
why it was that the later letter should 
be written In mongrel French while the 
two previous ones showed most excellent 
diction.

The New Facts. 


The Henry forgery, added to other evi- 
dence in the possession of Dreyfus’s legal! 
representatives, formed the “ new facts”’ 
which brought the case before the Minis- 
ter of Justice easly in September, 1898. A 
Cabinet meeting voted to allow the cas2 


to proceed for revision to the Suprem? 
Court of Appeal. This court decided that 
the evidence ‘‘ warranted" an introduc- 
tory investigation. It therefore proceeded 
to summon witnesses and to examine the 
documents in ‘he case. This occupied the 
Winter of 1898-9, and was ended by the 
court ordering Dreyfus to appear before 
the Rennes court-martial to be judged in 
conformity with the following question: 

‘Was Dreyfus guilty in 1894 of provok- 
ing machinations or of carrying on nego- 
tiation with a foreign power or one of its 
agents in order to incite it to commit hos- 
tilities or to undertake war against 
France, or did he procure it the means 
for so doing by delivering to it the notes 
and documents enumerated in the bor- 
dereau?”’ 

In the course of its investigation the 
court because convinced not only of 
the initial illegality of 1894, but also of 
the fact that Esterhazy was the author of 
the bordereau. Had the court been sure, 
as it Is to-day, of its jurisdiction in mill- 
tary cases by ending them without further 
trial, it might have simply declared Drey- 
fus innocent and there closed the matter. 
But even Dreyfusards desired a new trial. 
As it was, the oupers Court placed an 
absurdity before the Rennes Court Mar- 
tial—Prove that Dreyfus betrayed docu- 
ments ‘mentioned in a bordereau which 
we have proved was written by Esterhazy. 

Dreyfus was brought back to France 
from his island prison, and the trial at 
Rennes began. t lasted from Aug. 5 
until Sept. 9, 1899. On the latter day the 
court martial solemnly declared that, by 
a majority of five to two, it had found 
Dreyfus guilty ‘“‘ with extenuating circum- 
stances ”’ and condemned him to fen years’ 
imprisonment and to military degradation. 
The court martial had ignored the obliga- 
tion reposed in it by the Supreme Court. 
It had established the absurdity! 

The news of the decision reached Paris 
Saturday night, Sept. 9, and before mid- 
night athieu Dreyfus wag on his way 
to Rennes to be is brother to accept 
a ptrdon from the Government in order 
that his case might no longer be a Na- 
tional issue. Maitre Labori, Dreyfus’s 
junior counsel, begged him to refuse the 
pardon, and assured him of ultimate tri- 
umphant success if he would only allow 
his case to remain a National issue. But 
Dreyfus was broken in health and weary. 
He thought of his family and the five 
years passed in prison, and accepted the 
pardon. , 

The influences of the Dreyfus case have 
been almost infinite in ance. Laws 
have succeeded one another in order to 
make it impossible at any subsequent time 
for a similar case of distract the nation 
and almost imperil its existence. The 
work begun by the Waldeck-Rousseau 
Ministry in 1899 was pursued under the 
administrations of Combes and Rouvier.

Maurice B. Blumenthal Says the Civi- 
lized World Thanks Him. 


The following message was sent yester- 
day to Alfred Dreyfus by Sheriff's Coun- 
sel Maurice B. Blumenthal, who was 
Chairman of the Committee of One Hun- 
dred, which was organized by Jews and 
Jewish institutions in this country in 1899 
to give Dreyfus the moral and financial 
support of American Jews in his fight for 
vindication and which forwarded to 
France a petition signed by thousands of 
residents and citizens of the United States 
on behalf of Dreyfus: 

‘The physical and spiritual tenacity and 
determination of our ancient and ener- 
getic race have scored a distinct triumph 
in your vindication. Justice and advanced 


civilization have achieved a marked vic- 
tory in the outcome of your superhuman 
battle for right. The aspersion of disloy- 
alty to country which your persecutors so 
ruthlessly cast upon you, and through you 
upon our people, has been effectually dis- 
proved. 

“For the misery and torture you have 
so long endured and the hardships and 
agony you have suffered in your noble 
and self-sacrificing campaign against 
tyranny and race hatred, the civilized 
world brings you thanks and praise to- 
day, and prays that you may spend your 
remaining days in happiness and content- 
ment. The decision is not alone a vindica- 
tion of Dreyfus, but as. well one of the 
crowning triumphs of Jewish endeavor.”

Policeman Says He Heard a Man Near 
the House Ask His Companion 
if He Was Afraid. 


~..oner McDonald began the forma! in- 
coat yesterday into the death of Mrs. 
Alice Kinnan, who was beaten to death 
on the night of June 8 on the front porch 
of the old Stenton mansion, at Washing~- 
ton Avenue and 189th Street, in which 
Mrs. Kinnan lived with her aged mother, 
Mrs. Louise M. Stenton. Only seven wit- 
nesses were examined. There are two 
dozen more. The inquest is expected to 
last several days. 

Coroner McDonald believes that enough 
will be brought out by the inquest to war- 
rant an arrest. None of any consequence 
has been made yet. Burton W. Gibson, 
who was for several years attorney for 
Mrs. Stenton and her daughter, and who 
has been examined at length in connection 
with the case, was present yesterday with 
a lawyer to assist him. 

Mrs. Stenton, the mother of the dead 
woman, who was moved from her old 
home by the police to that of Mrs. A. EB. 
Miller, and there put under police sur- 
veillance for several days, was also pres- 
ent yesterday. For a long time Mrs. 
Stenton would not give the police and 
Coroner satisfactory answers to any 
questions they asked her about the death 
of her daughter, but she has proved 4 
little more tractable in the last week or 
so, following the proceedings to dispos- 
sess her from her old home. Lawyer 
Gibson was the agent in the dispossess 

roceedirgs. 

Pat. Brennan of the Tremont Station 
was the first witness. There was nothing 
new in his testimony. Policeman Devlin 
of the Tremont Station sald that at 9 
o'clock of the night of the murder, while 
he was at Bathgate Avenue and 189th 
Street, two blocks from_ the _ house, 
he heard a slight scream. He thought it 
was a cat scream. A short time later, at 
Lorillard Place and 189th Street, he saw 
a tall and a short man leaning up aganist 
a lamp post. He heard the tall man say 
to His companion: 

* You're not afraid, are you?” 

Later tn the ages he was told by a 
boy of the murder. He then went to the 
Stenton house, and seeing Maria Shippo, 
the Italian woman who lives in the base- 
ment, asked her what she knew about 
the case. She told him that she had seen 
no one come In or go away, but that she 
had heard a scream. 

The most important witness of the day 
was Mrs. Shippo. She began by contra- 
dicting one of the statements of Police- 
man Devlin. She declared that about 9 
o'clock she saw a man standing in the 
front yard under one of the trees, about 
thirty feet away, apparently trying to 
hide. She saw him advance cautiously 
and go up the stoop. He was a tall, thin 
man, she went on, but she could not tell 
whether he was black or white. 

The Italian woman said also that she 
had never beea inside the Stenton house 
but once in the four years that she had 
lived in the basement. Mrs. Shippo, how- 
ever, said she was treated in a very 
friendly manner by Mrs. Kinnan. She 
said that Mrs. Xinnan often referred to 
‘“‘our lawyer."’ She thought Mrs. Kinnan 
meant Lawyer Gibson. 

Speaking of the occurrences of the night 
before the murder, when Gibson was at 
the house, Mrs. Shippo said that she had 
heard quarreling upstairs which lasted 
until 10:30 o'clock. The loud voices and 
stamping up and down on the floor above 
kept her awake fcr an hour. In the 
rrorning she said Mrs. Kinnan had come 
down and told her “!t was that devil of a 
lawyer, who makes me a lot of trouble.” 
Just then Mrs, Stenton called down at 
her daughter: ‘‘ What are you talking tv 
Mrs. ae for? You have no business 
to be talking about our affairs. Come up- 
stairs.”’ 

Mrs. Shippo saw Mrs. Kinnan talking 
to a man that afternoon at 2 o’clock. She 
didn't know who he was, though Mrs. 
Kinnan had indicated later in the day 
that he was an insurance agent. The wit- 
ness, under specific questioning, said that 
Mrs. Kinnan had spoken to her that Fri- 
day morning about a lawyer's bill which 
she had thought was going to be $100, but 
which had turned out to ve $46,000, 

On the night of the murder, Mrs. Shippo 
said, she had heard some voices up stairs, 
and going up had seen Mrs. Stenton 
standing over the body, a “ What 
am I going to do, what am going to 
do?’"’ Mrs. Stenton had told her to go 
away and mind her own business, and in 
answer to a question of Mrs. Shippo had 
said, somewhat hysterically, ‘‘ They came 
and rang the bell.’’ Mrs. ee yet her 
hand under Mrs. Kinnan’s head. She 
saw that it was bleeding.and then asked 
her who had done ‘that to her.”” Mrs. 
Kinnan answered, according to Mrs. 
Shippo: 

‘It was that lawyer.”’ 

“* What lawyer?’ I asked her,” said 

Shippo, ‘*‘but she only moaned 
after that. I stopped talking until the 
ambulance came.” 

The next Saturday, Mrs. Shippo de- 
clared, she was told by Marie Perons of 
119th Street and Avenue A that a man at 
that address wanted to see her. Goin 
there, she continued, she saw Michae 
Scudo, a politician, who offered to give 
her money for Lawyer Gibson if she 
would go to Italy and would not testify 
against him. She said she refused to f° 
back to Italy, because she could make 
only 10 cents a day there. Several people 
had told her it was the time for her to 
** get rich.” 

Mrs. Shippo said that several days ago, 
just after the proceedings instituted to 
dispossess her, Lawyer Gibson had fol- 
lowed her from court and had offered her 
$100 if she would leave the place. She 
could not explain why Mr. Gihwon nad 
offered her that money. She had seen him 
on July 4 in a drug store on Pelhom 
Avenue, she said, and he had told her: 
‘“‘This business is too much for me.” At 
the same time she asked him: “ Did you 
see any one that night I went out for 
water?”’ He only laughed, she said, and 
then Said to her: 

“T'll fix you some time.”

M. E. INGALLS IS BACK. | 


Was with Municipal Ownership Inves- | 
tigators In Europe. | 


M. E. Ingalls, Chairman of the Commit- 
tee of Fifteen appointed by the National 
Civic Federation to study municipal own- 
ership in this country and in England, | 
spent yesterday in this city. They landed 
from the Oceanic on Wednesday. 

Mr. Ingalls is Chairman of the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Directors of the) 
Big Four Railroad, a branch of the Van- 
derbilt system. Before starting for his 
home in Cincinnati last night he talked 
of the work done by the Committee of 
Fifteen. He prophesied that its report 
would be unanimous. 

“I believe,”” he said to a Times reporter, 
“that the entire committee will meet on 
middle ground in this important prob- 


lem and that the report will be satisfac- 
tory to those members who started on 
the investigation agg in favor of 
municipal ownership, to those who start- 
ed out greatly opposed to it, and to those 
of us who, Yue myself, had not made 
up their minds either way.” 

Mr. Ingalls was enthusiastic about the 
attitude of the 





character and mental 
members of the committee. “ They 
showed a spirit of sincerity,’’ he said, 
“and were earnest, hard-working gen- 
tlemen at all times. The committee, when 
we started out, was composed of three 
elements, those who were opposed to 
municipal ownership, those who favored 
{t, and those who were undecided. There 
were also the representatives of labor, 
who studied the question with a view to 
its effect on labor only. 

“We went to Dublin, Glasgow, New- 
castle, Manchester, Liverpool, Birming- 
ham, Leicester, Sheffield, Norwich, and 
London. In all of these cities we found 
the people eager to have us hear both 
sides. Je h experts representing those 
who favored municipal ownership and 
those who were against it and we obtained 
a great mass of data that will prove in- 
teresting in this country. 

“30 ndon we found a pretty big 
fight on over the question, with the in- 
fluential London Times against municipal 
ownership. The Times holds that it is 
better to have individual effort than 
municipal ownership, and that the - 
has as much to do now as it can well! 
take care of. 

“The other members of the 
will come home at will.

ROCHESTER, N. Y., July 12.—The_ Ap- 
pellate Division of the Supreme Court to- 
day handed down a decision in: the case 
of the People vs. the Brodklyn Cooperage 
Company, with .Cornell; University im- 
leaded.

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SMALLER BRITISH ARMY 
BUY MORE EFFICIENT 


War Secretary Haldane Dis- 
closes the Government’s Plan. 


EVER-READY FORCE, 150,000 


Nations in the Reduction of 
Military Expenses.

announced the Government's plans for a 
| more economical administration and amore 
| efficient maintenance of the army. Among 
those present in the House, which was 
| crowded, was William J. Bryan, who went 
| there especially to hear Mr. Haldane’s 
| speech. 

Broadly, the Government's proposal fs to 
| maintain an expeditionary force of 150,000 
|men immediately available for war, with 
ja ierritorial organization behind it ca- 


'pable of supporting and expanding the 


| 


| forc2s serving abroad. This expeditionary 
‘force and its immediate supports would 
'be administered directly by the military 
authorities, while the territorial part of 
the national army would be controlled by 
| county associations, the command and 
training of all the forces being in the 
hands of the general officers commanding 
in chief. 

Mr. Haldane’s plan contemplates the 
reduction of the forces by seven bat- 
talions of infantry abroad and three bat- 
talions at home, including two battalfons 
of guards. He proposes to arrange for | 
the mobilization of sixty-three batteries | 
of artillery as a proper complement of the 
expeditionary force out of a total home 
establishment of ninety-nine batteries, | 
leaving thirty-six batteries for training | 
purposes. He pointed out that the pro- | 


|; posed expeditionary force would be 5,000 


men stronger than any expeditionary 
army Great Britain had hitherto attempt- 
to organize for foreign service, and 
would only be possible of attainment if 
the reorganized militia engage for foreign 
service in time of war. 

For home defense, Mr. Haldane added, 
the country must look chiefly to the yeo- 
manry and volunteers, and the General 
Staff was preparing a scheme defining 
the future functions of these forces, and 
their administration would be handed over 
to the county organizations, to be formed 
partly of nominated and partly of elecred 
members, and to be under the Presidency 


ed 


; of the Lord Lieutenants of the counties. 


In the course of his remarks the War 
Secretary said that the state of the Na- 
tional forces was highly unsatisfactory 
from the point of view of both cost and 
organization. He believed that economy 


jand efficiency were not inconsistent with 


democratic nations. However they might 
differ on other subjects, they were unani- 
mous in the desire to ighten the crushing 
burcens, due to armaments, now resting 
upon them. The British Government de- 
sired to take its share in this movement 
and meant to give it a lead. He believed 
the proposed scheme would increase the 
fighting efficiency of the army by 50 per, 
cent. 

Incidentally Mr. Haldane gavea glimpse 
of the Government's views of the recent 
naval manoeuvres, saying that nothing 
had happened during their progress which 
had shaken the belief that the fleet was 
adequate to defend Great Britain's shores. 

Continuing, the War Secretary said he 
thought that more use ought to be made 
of the militia, as was done by foreign na- 
tions, and proposed the reduction of the 
regular forces by 20,000 men. 

There would be no reductions in India 
under the proposed new arrangements. 
Fifty-two battalions would be maintained 
there as at present, but the colonies here- 
after would have twenty-five instead of 
thirty-two battalions and Great Britain 
seventy-one instead of the present sev- 
enty-two. 

Mr. Haldane said the expeditionary | 
force would be so arranged that it could | 
be expanded or reduced, so that if other 
rations reduced their forces Great Britain 
would be In a position to do the same | 
without impairing the efficiency of the} 
army. He wished he could see the day/| 
when the curse of war would no longer | 
exist, but until that came the only thing} 
to be done was to see that every penny | 
spent on the army was spent in obtain- | 
ing fighting efficiency.

TO PREVENT REBATING, 


Prof. Adams Asked by Commerce Com- 
mission to Devise a Method. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, July 12.—The first step 
in ‘the enforcement of the new railroad 
rate law was taken by the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission this afternoon, 
when it requested Henry C. Adams, Pro- 
fessor of Economics and Finance in the 


University of Michigan and statistician of 
the commission, to devise a method of 
bookkeeping under which the uniform sys- 
tem of accounting required of all railroads 
by the new law may be had. Prof. Adams 
is quite willing to undertake the work 

rovided he can arrange the necessary 
eave of absence from his university work. 
It is estimated that it will require the 
best part of two years to perfect the sys- 
tem desired. 

It is proposed that the new system of 
accounting shall show the receipts from 
each class of traffic, the number of miles 
hauled, and the expense of moving it. 
By this method it is believed the rela- 
tions of one rate to all other rates 
can be ascertained. The Commissioners 
take no stock in the ton-mile statistics 
furnished by the railroads, because they 
show nothing whatever as to the reason- 
ableness or unreasonableness of any rate.

| murder. 
Just why and how the police allowed 
| the men to escape may be looked into to- 
| day by Coroner Acritelli, who will in-

eighth to the fifth floor of the building.

“We have received the circular of the 
so-called Judiciary Committee,” the. let- 
ter begins, “ requesting us to accept 
membership in a committee of the New 
York bar in aid of the nomination and 
election of candidates for judicial office.

“LOCAL INSPECTION.” 

The report of the State Board of 
Health of Massachusetts on certain 
food products submitted to it makes it 
clear that, if every other American 
Commonwealth protected its citizens as 
well as that Commonwealth, there 
would be no need at all of Federal in- 
spection. The consumer has a right to 
know, not only what he is eating, which 
the savants of .he Massachusetts Board 
of Health tell him. He has also a right 
to be assured that it is not prepared by 
methods which, if he knew about them, 
would disable him from eating any of 
the results. The Massachusetts Board 
of Health deals only with the finished 
product. It subjects this to a chemical 
and microscopical “‘ course of sprouts,” 
which results in showing simply and 
solely what it is. There is no declama- 
tion possible about a chemical analysis 
or a microscopical examination. Noth- 
ing could be more illuminating or less 
invidious. 

There are many good and encourag- 
ing morals to be drawn from this ad- 
mirable report. In the first place, the 
food which we buy and eat “ by faith 
and not by sight,”’ is not all bad. Most 
of it is good. Much of it is “ excellent.” 
Every manufacturer whose wares are 
“highly commended” will find the re- 
port of as much use to him in his busi- 
ness as if it were, will find it of more 
use to him than if it were the report of 
an international jury of a world’s fair. 
He will advertise it and make use of it 
to push his sales. And justly so. On 
the other hand, the packers who are 
convicted by the microscope and the 
test tube of making up their food prod- 
ucts out of entrails and cornmeal and 
borax, with the irreducible minimum of 
real meat, will suffer accordingly. And 
with equal justice. It is really to be 
hoped that the commended manufact- 
urers will circulate not only the com- 
mendation of themselves 
report.

AT WAR. 

This community has been made 
aware that murder and the wanton de- 
struction of property are among the 
methods which organized labor holds 
to be appropriate for the prosecution 
of its war against employers, against 
society, and against public authority. 
A special policeman was brutally mur- 
dered on Wednesday by members of the 
Housesmiths and Bridgemen’s Union— 
the old Sam Parks organization—and 
two other special policemen were beaten, 
kicked, and pounded into unconscious- 
ness and nearly to their deaths. In all 
three cases the assault was cowardly, 
being committed by ten men upon one 
man; it was evidently murderous, since 
in one case murder was done, and in all 
three murderous weapons were used. 
These special policemen had incurred 
the hostility of the union men by rea- 
son of the fact that they were employed 
to protect non-union ornamental iron- 
workers from the assaults of the 
Housesmiths, The crime was deliber- 
ately planned; the special policemen 
were cut off from escape, and then the 
thirty Housesmiths set upon them. 

We printed yesterday an official com- 
munication from Mr. ERNestT BOHM, 
Corresponding Secretary of the Central 
Federated Union, informing Tue Times 
that that organization “ will back up 
any delegate who will withdraw men 
from any work where non-union condi- 
tions prevail.”

THE VINDICATION OF DREYFUS. 

After eleven years the most notorious 
error of justice of the age has been 
righted. The decree of the Supreme 
Court of France has proclaimed Capt. 
Drerrus of the Fourteenth Artillery 
innocent of crimes against his country 
for which he Has twice been tried and 
convicted and once begged by a cau- 
tious Government to accept a pardon. 
His rehcbilitation is now secure. And 
well may he decline all recompense for 
his vast sacrifices; wéll may he bow in 
acquiescence to the amnesty law by 
which his diabolical persecutors may go 
unpunished. The disgrace of his brok- 
en sword, his stripped uniform, the de- 
privation.of family and society, the 
hideous tortures of Devil's Island have 
not been in: vain. 

Eleven years ago latent forces were 
darkly gathering in France, which, if 
unchecked, would have imperiled the 
republic. His martyrdom brought them 
into the light of day, revealed their 
character and proportions, and enabled 
the successors of GAMBETTA to crush 
them—cruelly perhaps, remorselessly 
it is certain, but legally. In 1894 the 
prison doors shut DrReyrus out from a 
France that made possible the unique 
injustice inflicted upon him, a bitter, 
hating France, a France half insane. 
His rehabilitation finds him in a 
France regener ite, a France that would 
abhor a second Dreyfus case. 

How did it all happen?

that had not DreEyrus’s handwriting 
resembled that in the bordereau the 
unfortunate man’s name would never 
have been connected with the case. 

In 1894 this resemblance caused the 
arrest of Dreyrus. If he were the 
author of the »ordereau, it was logical 
to suppose that he had transmitted to a 
German agent the documents enumer- 
ated in this list. But the resemblance 
was not sufficient to convict him. 
Something more was needed. This 
something was supplied by Gen. MER- 
cIER, then Minister of War, who read 
cut in secret to the Judges a forged 
aocument. The first court-martial, 
therefore, convicted Drerrus “ by or- 
der” and in detiance of Article 101 of 
| the Military Code, which forbids the in- 
troduction of evidence unknown to the 
defeniant and bis counsel. And MER- 
CIER needed the conviction of the Jew- 
ish officer that he might be relieved 
of the attacks made upon him by the 
popular press which had threatened to 
drive him into retirement.

As a reinstated soldier of 
France a single fact accomplished 
should fill him with patriotic pride. It 
is that the army will never again ac- 
knowledge itself to be anything but 
the servant of the republic. 


UPHOLD THE NATIONAL UMPIRE. 

It is to be hoped that somebody will 
send to Oyster Bay a copy of President 
Faunce’s address to the American In- 
stitute of Instruction. Athletes, said 
the President of Brown University, are 
advocates of arbitration because they 
have been accustomed to accepting the 
awards of umpires without whimper- 
ing or disputing, and he even thought 
that this was a factor in promoting 
opinion favorable to international ar- 
bitration. 

There is a narrower field in which 
this sentiment would be useful, and its 
inculcation in the highest circles would 
be beneficial. The most august umpire 
in the Nation Is the Federal Court, and 
yet it is but the other day that it was 
lectured in round terms by the head of 
the Executive Department of the Gov- 
ernment over a matter of difference of 
opinion. It was not sportsmanlike, it 
was not patriotic, and it was in the 
manner of an attorney thus taking re- 
venge for the loss of his case. Our 
Presidents even when statesmen are 
politicians, and political acts are mat- 
ters of differences of opinion without 
reproach to the disputants. Judicial 
decisions are not ukases. They are ren- 
dered according to precedents and prin- 
ciples which are subject of debate un- 
til the court’s decision is rendered. To 
impugn a judicia! decision is to attack 
the court’s good faith and authority in 
a sense which is not applicable to Ex- 
ecutives or legislators. Court decisions 
are merely domestic or National arbi- 
trations, and all that President Faunce 
said regarding international arbitration 
is applicable in higher degree to arbi- 
tration within the scope of municipal 
law. There was need of his exhorta- 
tion to uphold the umpire, and it is to 
be hoped that it will be heeded.

Communication with Australia. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I notice in your paper of this morning a quota- 
tion from a@ letter of the Scoretary of the 
Treasury, Mr. Leslie M Shaw, in regard to 
gold shipments from Australia. This contains 
the following: ‘‘ There being no direct reguiar 
communication between Australia~and the 
United States, the National City Bank found 
the most Girect and expeditious course to be 
via Vancouver.’ 

This gives the impression that there is no 
regular service from this country to Australia, 
I should like to correct this and the impression 
that the only service is via Vancouver. The 
Oceanic Steamship Company has performed for 
nfs ny years a regular fast mail service between 
San Francisco and Sydney, Australia. So far 
as I know, during the last twenty years, reg- 
ular trips have never been missed until the dis- 
aster that befell San Francisca on April 18, 
when the sailings of the steamship Sonoma, 
April 19, and the steamship Ventura, May 19, 
were withdrawn. This also necessitated cutting 
out two dates of departure from Sydney for San 
Francisco, namely, May 21 and June 11. The 
steamer Sierra, however, sailed from Sydney 
April 30, arriving at San Francisco May 21. 
The next sailing was the Sonoma, July 2, from 
Sydney, due in San Francisco July 28. 

For a number of years the Oceanic Steam- 
ship Ccmpany has been performing a three- 
weekly service, carrying the United States 
mails \between San Francisco and Sydney, with 
much the quickest sailing time from any pert 
on this continent for Australia.

Filling my chest 
to the utmost, and keeping it so by little, short 
breaths, I was able to wse a hand on each 
calf, until the pain subsided enough for me 
to strike out; then, by vigorous swimming of 
a- hundred feet, it was entirely gone. 

I do’ not see how any man (except through 
fear and panic) with an ordinary pair of lungs 
can sink. Bven if he will only puff out his 
cheeks and breathe through his nose, he should 
keep afloat. Although his head might sink 
to the depth of a few inches, it would bob 
up again. 

Confidence, quick thinking, and a knowledge 
of what to do will save many a swimmer if 
seized with a cramp and no help is at hand.

VALUE OF ‘EXPERT? EVIDENCE. | 


How Harry Rose Was Adjudged Insane 
but Finally Confessed the Sham. 


fo the Editor of The New York Times: 

~ Your timely editorial, ‘‘ Fooling the In- 
sanity Experts” in this morning’s issue, 
recalls another strikingly similar case 
where the Insanity Commission abuse was 
successfully resorted to in the prisoner's 
behalf, but effectually checkmated by the 
prosecution. I refer to the case of Harry 
Rose, the actor, indicted for the murder 
of his wife in September, 1902. Rose 
feigned insanity very cleverly from thé 
moment of his incarceration in the 
Tombs. He raved about the possession of 
millions, and complained of. being per- 
secuted and pursued by various imag- 
inary enemies, thus exhibiting delusions 
of grandeur and persecution, two well- 
known symptoms of the then popular form 
of insanity, known as paranoia. 

Drs. Carlos F. MacDonald and Aust .n 
Flint made several exhaustive examina- 
tions of Rose in the Tombs and reported 
to the District Attorney and to the court 
their opinion that he was shamming. 
Nevertheless a lunacy commission, con- 
sisting of ex-Judge Charles Donohue, 
“*Capt.”’ Lynch of the Court Squad, and 
Dr. C. J. McGuire of St. Vincent's Hos- 
pital, was appointed by Judge Lambert 
to determine the prisoner’s mental con- 
dition and his ability to stand trial. The 
hearings before this commission consumed 
several weeks. Rose’s antecedents and 
past life were thoroughly investigated 
and no taint of insanity was discovered. 
Dr. MacDonald and Dr. Fiint told of the 
elaborate and repeated tests to which 
they had subjected the prisoner, declared 
that they could discover no symptoms 
whatever of insanity except the delusions 
above referred to, and gave it as their 
opinion that these were assumed by Rose 
for the purpose of hoodwinking the doc- 
tors. For the defense, Drs. Newton and 
Conley advanced the novel opinion that 
Rose was suffering from an obscure dis- 
ease known as acromegaly, not unlike 
elephantiasis, and that this had so af- 
fected his mind as to render him irre- 
sponsible. The prosecution, however, 
showed by experts that this disease had 
no relation whatever to insanity. 

In this state of the evidence, Dr. C. L. 
Dana, (who also figured in the Tighe 


case,) one of the prosecution's own wit- | 


nesses, turned the balance in the prison- 
er’s favor by declaring that, while he 
took no stock in the acromegaly theory 
and believed many of Rose’s delusions to 
be feigned, he was still of the opinion 
that the prisoner was suffering from a 
form of insanity, which, for lack of a 
better name, he termed “ prison melan- 
cholia,” and which he said frequently at- 
tacked prisoners while confined under an 
accusation of crime. Whether this mel- 
ancholic state was induced by the con- 
templation of the possible consequences 
of their crimes was not made clear. 

The commission pronounced Rose insane 
and he was sent to the State Hospital at 
Matteawan, but the District Attorney, 
being still convinced of the prisoner's 
soundness of mind, then began an inter- 
esting experiment. He induced the Super- 
intendent to place Rose in the ward where 
were confined the most hopelessly and 
violently insane inmates of the hospital 
and to treat him in every way as an in- 
curable lunatic; the theory being that no 
sane man, especially no man of Rose's 
mental calibre, would be able to endure 
for long the horrors of such a position, 
and that sooner or later he would break 
down and confess the imposture. This 
ruse succeeded perfectly, and after a few 
weeks’ confinement Rose sent for the As- 
sistant District Attorney and begged him 
to take him out of Matteawan or he would 
“go crazy.” He was accordingly exam- 
ined by the hospital physicians, found to 
be perfectly sane, and was sent to New 
York for trial, pleaded guilty to man- 
slaughter, and was sentenced by Judge 
Davis to nineteen years in Sing Sing, 
where he now is. 

The case is so similar both in its facts, 
its moral, and its outcome to the People 
vs. Tighe that it should be of interest to 
your readers at this time.

Your editorial in re insanity experts in 
Tue Times of to-day, although in many 
features a just arraignment of criminal 
psychiatry and the frequent resort to in- 
sanity as a plea in defense of murderers, 
is quite unfair in classing all experts as 
mere guessers. As long as the public ac- 
cept as true experts those only who have 
a horn and blow it assiduously, but no 
experience, such instances as that of 
Tighe’s may be repeated. It is doubtful 
if one of the so-called experts who con- 
stituted his commission in lunacy ever 
had any real experience with the insane, 
by living with them, studying them day 
and night for years. Their expert knowl- 
edge is derived from books and seeing 
occasional cases in outdoor departments, 
or as “ visiting physicians "—their duties 
being to walk through asylum wards once 
a decade. There are men who would not 
have been fooled by Tighe. It lies in the 
intuitive sense which every student at- 
tains who has lived many years with the 
insane. Yet because \hese men are averse 
to the limelight and have no “ pull,” they 
stand without the public crib and go un- 
noticed, while the inexperienced but “ not 
afraid" supplaat them. Hence I claim 
there are exceptions in the class you so 
sharply criticise, although in the abstract 
you may be right VERITAS.

Why should not we Americans make our Sum- 
mer drink, iced tea? 
everywhere, at soda water fountains, even in 
saloons. 
Union could not object to this harmless drink, 
even in a saloon. But to make iced tea popular 
it must be fresh, and should be sold at 5 cents 
a glass, even with a slice of lemon, sweetened 
t6 the individual taste. A reckless use of a 
pound of tea will furnish 100 glasses or cups or 
small pdéts. Therefore the profit exceeds that 
of any drink in the market. 

A glass of iced tea properly made !s the best 
thirst quencher in the market—it is more than 
palatable; it {s delicious and healthful. Probably 
the best tea for this drink is Formosa Oolong, 
which can be bought anywhere for 35 to 60 
cents per pound at retail. Much less at whole- 
sale. 

Pour furiously boiling water on the tea. 
Steep seven to eight minutes; pour the liquor 
off the leaves; put in cooler—result, a rich, 
claret-colored drink; delicious, I repeat. A 
very little lemon adds to the bouquet materially. 

And yet such a drink is ordinarily unobtain- 
table, except in cafes at an absurd charge of 10 
to 20 cents a glass, and poor stuff at that, be- 
cause improperly made.

WATER FOR HORSES. 


The S. P. C. A. Has Thirty Men Sta- - 


tloned on the Streets to Supply it. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

A good deal has been sald in print re- 
cently regarding the lack of watering 
facilities for horses in this city, and the 
American Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals has come in for much 
censure because, it is charged, it has not 
provided for this deficiency. 

At the present time the society has 
about a score of drinking fountains for 
man and beast in operation in this city, 
erected by the society with funds donated 
to it for that specific purpose, and main- 
tained, at considerable annual outlay, at 
the society’s expense. Early next Spring, 
after the Art Commission has selected 


and approved one of the designs now be-. 


ing prepared in a competition under the 
direction of Prof. Hamlin of Columbia 
University, a number of additional per- 
manent fountatns will be erected. 

In the meanwhile, the society has made 
arrangements to water the thirsty horses 
of this city during the present Summer. 
Through the generosity of some of the 
members of the society we have stationed 
thirty men at points in the city where 
most needed, provided with pails and 
hose, to water and spray horses. During 
the past week this force supplied water 
to over 50,000 horses. Commissioner Ellil- 


son of the Department of Water Supply, 


Gas and Dlectricity has very kindly issued 
permits for the opening of fire hyfrants 
for the purpose. The number of men will 
shortly be increased to fifty, and the fur- 
ther extension of the service will depend 
upon the liberality with which the friends 
of animals respond to our appeal for 
funds to carry on and extend this hu- 
mane work. The sum of $100 would keep 
a man on the street during the entire 
Summer, and would be the means of 
slaking the thirst of hundreds of suf- 
fering horses, and perhaps saving the 
lives of not a few of them. Money is 
badly needed for this purpose, and we 
appeal to the humane citizens of New 
York for their hearty support and oe- 
operation in this good cause.

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METCALF LOSES APPEAL. 


Appellate Division Says Managers May 
Exclude Life’s Critic. 


James S. Metcalf, dramatic critic for 
| Life, lost his appeal yesterday in the 
j}action for conspiracy which he brought 
against Charles Burnham of the Theatre 
| Managers’ Association for excluding him 
| from theatres in this city. 

A decision handed down by 
pellate Division, written by Justice 
| Houghton, Justices McLaughlin, Lough- 
}lin, and O’Brien concurring and Justice 
| Patterson dissenting, leaves the case so 
that if in the future Mr. Metcalf wishes to 
go to a theatre it may be necessary for 
him to wear false whiskers and sit in the 
|gallery. He could not be found last night, 
‘and his counsel, James W. Osborne, was 
| out of town. 

In the decision Justice Houghton said 
|; Metcalf charged that Burnham and other 
| theatrical managers entered into a con- 
| spiracy to prevent him from exercising his 
j} lawful calling, which is that of dramatic 
|critic, and requires that he shall enter 
theatres to gain information upon which 
to base his articles. 

Justice Houghton gave/it as his opinion 
| that to prove the crime of conspiracy it 
must be shown that a corrupt agreement 
existed between two or more individuals 
|} to do an unlawful act. This, he said, had 

not been done. The Justice said that the

William H. Horan, one of Brooklyn's 
best known and most interesting charac- 
ters, who as a Fenian once had a price of 
$5,000 set upon his head by the British

he was familiarly called, lived alone in 
two little rooms at 54 Myrtle Avenue, 
where he became fll a week ago.

MEETS SUBORDINATES HERE 


The Issue Apparently Popular with the 
National Banks—Silver Coinage 
Pian Discussed. 


Secretary of the Treasury Leslie M. 
Shaw came to this city yesterday from 
Washington and spent a large part of the 
day in Wall Street. He was at the Cus- 
tom Hotise for several ‘hours attending to 
Treasuty Department businéss, dnd also 
visited the Sub-Treasury. The presence 
of Secretary Shaw caused much! discussien 
as to his plans in regard to the forthcom- 
ing issue of $30,000,000 of Panama Canal 
2 per cent. bonds. Although Secretary 
Shaw was not inclined to discuss the mat- 
ter in detail for publication, assurances 
were givén on authority that the flotation 
of the bonds will be arranged so as to 
impose as little burden as possible on the 
money market. 

Bankers who have discussed the bond 
issue with the Secretary said that it was 
bis purpose to assure the success of the 
flotation by increasing the deposits cf 
Government money with the National 
banks, even to the extent, if need be, of 
leaving practically all of the $30,000,000 
with the banks which may’ subscribe to 
the bonds, retaining the bonds as security 
for these deposits. In this way the bonds 
would be placed without withdrawing any 
money from the market. 

It is believed that the Secretary has. 
hqwever, reached no final decision in re- 
gard to what percentage of the proceeds 
of the new bonds will be left on deposit 
with the banks. This is thought to be a 
mattér in which Secretary Shaw will ie 
governed by the requirements of the situ- 
ation, having always in view the least 
possible disturbance to the money market. 

Bankers said yesterday that the ‘na- 
quiries which they have already recelved 
from prospective subscribers indicate that 
the new issue of Panama Canal bonds will 
prove popular with the National banks 
throughout the country. Private investors 
are not expected to praticipate in the 
issue for the reason that the rate of in- 
terest is unattractive except tc National 
banks, which are able to make a coliat- 
eral profit by using the bonds as security 
either for special Government deposits or 
for ‘new circulation. Some of the large 
New York City National banks, which 
represent many out-of-town banks, have 
had many inquiries within the last few 
days regarding the probable price at 
which the Panama bonds will be sold.

Judge Platt says that the petition could 
not convey any idea of libel to an “ intel- 
ligent reader’; that it “did not attack 
the plaintiff as to its fame, credit, busi- 
ness reputation, or churacter"’; that it 
had no ‘intelligent application or refer- 
ence to the plaintiff in a defamatory 
scnse,’’ and that ‘‘ when fairly construed,’ 
it was incapable of such construction. 

Black, Olcott, Gruber & Bonynge ap- 
peared for the defendants, and it was in 
sustaining the demurrer interposed by 
them that Judge Platt dismissed the com- 
plaint. The petition referred to said that 
the contracts for the Lanston machines 
had been secured ‘“ clandestinely, cor- 
ruptly,”’ and in violation of law and the 
unbroken custom which had governed 
such cases. It was also set up in the pe- 
tition that the Public Printer, by his 
action, had prevented competition, and 
that his assistants were interested in the 
L, anston Company through stock owner- 
=. Favorable matter, the petition sald, 
had been given to the plaintiff’ s machine 
operators to set up, so that the Lanston 
Company could claim an apparent double 
output.

The Liverpool market was adversely af- 
fected by cables from this side containing 
encouraging accounts of crop prospects. 
Dispatches coming this way, however, 
were rather more gloomy, particularly 
from the Eastern plantations. A promi- 
nent Southern authority figured the June 
rainfall in North and South Carolina at 
22.24 inches, against 7.78 inches last year 
and 11.50 inches-in 1904. On top of all 
that it has continued to rain right up to 
date with few intermissions over this 
territory. Last year there were 3,524,757 
bales of cotton ginned from these two 
States, and the year before 3,959,783. The 
June rainfall last year was 3.72 inches 
less than in the large crop year, while 
this year it has been 10.74 inches more. 
While too much rain might not do 
as much injury to the plant as insuffi- 
cient moisture, the fear was expressed 
yesterday that there was not enough la- 
bor available to make up the delay !n 
cultivation, and this would necessitate 
abandonment of acreage. 

Wall Street was a heavy buyer of the 
December option in the local market, and 
shorts who solg the day before took ad- 
vantage of the early decline to cover. As 
trading progressed the demand became 
more general. Several who had cluhg to 
the hear side up to yesterday, said the 
market seemed determined to advance, 
and they would prefer to follow it. 

The Liverpool spot market declined to 
6.10d., against 5.97d. last year.

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A. H. HUMMEL SUSPENDED | 
BY APPELLATE DISION 


Lawyer Was Convicted of Con- 
spiracy in the Dodge-Morse Case 


WAS DISBARRED YEARS AGO 


Nathaniel Cohen and A. H. Kaffen- 
burgh Have Twenty Days to An- 
swer—F. J. Nekarda Disbarred. 





Abraham H. Hummel, convicted of oon- 
Spiracy in the Dodge-Morse divorce case, 
Was suspended yesterday from legal prac- 
tice by the Appellate Division of the Su- 
preme Court, the suspension to continue 
until his conviction shall have been finally | 
passed upon by the Court of Appeals. The 
opinion of the court reads: 

“We think, in view of the condition of 
the respondent, that he should be sus-| 
pended from practice during the pendency 
of his appeal, on the ground of conviction, 
and that further proceedings as bearing 
upon his disbarment should await the 
final determination of his appeal, when 
the motion to disbar will be considered.” 

The charge upon which Hummel was 
convicted last December was that he had 
connived, with the aid of the perjured tes- 
timony of Charles B.. Dodge, to invalidate 
the marriage of Charles W. Morse by 
showing that Mrs. Morse’s divorce from 
Dodge was not legal and binding. Hum- 
me] is also awaiting trial on two other; 
indictments charging subornation of per- 
jury, one in connection with an alleged 


false affidavit signed by Dodge in Hum- 
mel’s office. The other indictment states | 
that he induced Dodge to go before Ref- 
dry Ernest Hall and there perjure him- 
self. 

Hummel was sentenced to one year in 
the penitentiary and to pay a fine of $500. 
He was locked up in the Tombs, but was 
soon. released on $10,000 bail pending ap- 
peal. As he was not convicted of a fel- 
ony the sentence did not of iteelf mean 
disbarment, but proceedings to that end 
were immediately instituted by the Bar 
Association, and it was upon the applica- 
tion of the association that the Appellate 
Division suspended him. 

This is not the first time that Hummel 
has been deprived of the right to practice 
his profession. At the very outset of his 
career he was accused of being implicated 
in the attempted bribery of a Judge in a 
felony case. He was disbarred, but three 
years later was reinstated through an

Gets Out of Hearst’s League and 
Goes in for Real Socialism. 


FINDS CAPITALISM WRONG 


Necessary at Present, Maybe, but So 
Harmful That the People Must 
Control it—His Declaration. 


J. G Phelps Stokes, who for several 
years has devoted himself to work in the 
slums of this city, has definitely decided 
to cast his lot with the Socialist Party. 
Mr. Stokes made formal announcement df 
the fact yesterday in a letter to the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the Independence 
League, in which he withdraws from the 
League and intimates his intention of 
offering his services to the Socialists. In 
the last municipal election Mr. Stokes 
was a candidate for Borough President 
on the League's ticket, headed by William 
R. Hearst, 

The letter announcing Mr. Stokes’s in- 
tentions is dated from his home in the 
east side tenement district. In it he says 
that while he regards capital as neceés- 
sary at present to the public welfare, he 
considerg it so harmful when used sel- 
fishly that its complete oontrol by the 
people, collectively, is essential He 
says also that he is aware that the ma- 
jority of those who uphold the present 
system do so on the assumption that it is 
fair and just. It is his belief, however, 
that the so-called capitalist system, as 
such, is indefensible ethically and disas- 
trous industrially through the inescapable 
wage slavery to which it leads, and that 
it must be supplanted by a more right- 
eous system of co-operation and mutual 
aid. 

Stokes Writes to the League. 

Here is Mr. Stokes’s letter: 

“* Messrs. the Executive Committee of the 
Independence League, New York: 

“Gentlemen: It is with much apprecia- 
tion of the value of the work that the In- 
dependence League is doing, and also of 
the privilege which has been mine of par- 
ticipating in that work, that I write at 
this early date to apprise you that I shall 
be unable to co-operate with you in next 
Autumn’s campaign. 

“I believe that the movement which 
you have inaugurated throughout our

Monopoly Makes Materialism. 

“I have long been a believer in the 
philosophy of Socialism. Hitherto I have 
refrained from co-operating with the So- 
cialist Party, owing to the intense bit- 
terness and ill-will manifested by many 
Socialists toward nearly all persons who 
approve and support the capitalist sys- 
tem, and owing to what seemed to me the 
gross materialism, economic and other- 
wise, of very many Socialists, I have 
long recognized that material welfare 
alone is insufficient, and that material 
things are valuable only in so far as they 
are means to life and te the attainment 
of happiness and righteousness. 

“TY failed to see that the bitterness and 
{ll-will referred to were in no way charge- 
able to the Socialist philosophy, but were 
the result of monopoly, extortion, and op- 
pression, habitually practiced by promi- 
nent beneficiaries of the capitalist system. 

“It has required a vast amount of ac-

Honest and earnest 
men and women by hundreds of thou- 
sands suffer privation and want, although 
surrounded by prosperity and plenty, and 
owe thsir suffering chie*ly to the monop- 
olization of the 'and and of the machinery 
of production by the few exclusively for 
the purpose of private gain; access to the 
g denied, unloss 
the workers will produce enough, not 
merely for their own support, but for the 
maintenance of the idle and luxurious as 
well. This is to my mind a great injus- 
tice, and one that demands early remedy. 
Fersonally I can no longer refrain from 
making every endeavor to arouse recog- 
nition of it. 

Paupers Among the Rich. 

“Incidentally I have observed that un- 
der our present industrial system pauper- 
ism prevails as widely among the rich 
as among the poor, a pauper being one 
who through disability or disinclination 
for self-support by useful service is sup- 
ported at the expense of the people. 

“I would not have it thought that I 
disapprove of capital. On the contrary, 

I regard capital as necessary at present 
to the public welfare, but as so harmful 
when used selfishly that its complete 
control by the people, collectively, is es- 


sential, 
“T know how difficult it is to arouse 


in WOO] | recognition of the practicability of such 


collective ownership among persons who 
derive benefits from the present system, 
and especially among such as labor ex- 
elusively for personal profit, or who spend 
in idleness the products of others’ toil. 
I am furthermore aware that the major- 
ity of those who uphold the present sys- 
tem, do so in the belief or in the assump- 
tion that it is a fair and just one. 

“TI believe that I can aid many to see 
that ‘Capitalism’ (as distinguished 
from the collective ownership of capital) 
is fundamentally unjust and harmful, 
and that its cost in needless human suf- 
fering is stupendous. I belleve also that 
can aid in pointing out a better and 
irer way of supplying the needs of hu- 
manity. 

“T intend offerin 
Socialist Party. Either with them or as 
a wholly independent citizen I shall strive 
to promote recognition of the fact in 
which I believe, that the so-called capi- 
talist system, as such, is indefensilia 
ethically and disastrous industrially 
through the inescapable wage slavery to 
which it leads, and that it must be sup- 
planted by a more righteous system of 
co-operation and mutual aid.

Trying to Arrange a Patrol System 
That Will Suit Everybody. 


Police Commissioner Bingham is trying 
to work out a patrol system that will 
satisfy both the police and the citizens, 
and he admits that it is a hard job. There 
has been so much criticism of the recently 
installed two-platoon system that the 
Commissioner thinks it will have to be 
changed. On the other hand, the three- 
platoon plan does not give the oity ade- 
quate protection, and that’s how the situa- 
tion stands. 

Maybe the “ six-section " system, adopt- 
ed by Commissioner Greene, will be tried 
again. This provides for monthly changes 
in the arrangement of reserve and patrol 
duty, and seems very complicated. Com- 
missioner Bingham was asked page ~ 4 
if he was thinking of substituting it for 
the present method. 

“T am boiling the subject up,” he an- 
swered. “I pretty well understand it 
now. What I'm ge | to do is to get it 
classified on a sheet of paper.”’ 

The Commissioner intimated that he 
would be willing to try any substitute 
that would give all-around satisfaction, 
but up to the present time, he said, he 
has been unable to find anything better 
than the two-platoon system. The later 
has been in operation for forty years, 
except for occasional interruptions, Col. 
Michael Murphy inaugurated the three- 
patene system. Col. Partridge dropped 
t and restored the two-platoon plan. Com- 
missioner Greene introduced the “ six- 
section "' scheme, and then came Commis- 
sioner McAdoo With three-platoons again. 
Finally Commissioner Bingham restored 
thé two-platoon system, and brought down 
upon his head a storm of criticism from 
the patrolmen and their wives. 


COURT DECIDES FOR WIDOW. 


Is Husband’s Beneficlary Even If His 
Father le Named in Policy. 


All the Justices of the Appellate Di- 
vision of the Supreme Court concurred 
in an opinion handed down yesterday to 
the effect that a widow was entitled to 
be the beneficiary of her husband, al- 
though the husband’s father had been 


named as beneficiary prior to his son’s 
marriage. The case was that of Cather- 
ine Davin (the widow) versus Patrick 
Davin (the father) and the Knights of 
Columbus. , 

The case was submitted on an agreed 
state of facta. ‘The deceased, one James 
J. Davin, was insured for age by Ave 
Maria Council No. 241, Knights of Colum- 
bus. He named his father as the bene- 
ficlary while single, and when he married 
he did not change the name of the bene- 
ficlary. The widow claimed the money, 
and the Knights turned the money over 
to the court for settlement. The court 


says: 

“The solution of the question depends 
upon the construction given to the pro- 
visions of the charter of the Knights of 
Columbus res ting the time at which 
the relationship of the beneficlary No the 
member of the organization is to be ascer- 
tained, and we are led to the conclusion 
that it must be at the time of the death 
of the member.” 

The court cites two cases of a similar 
character, one In Connecticut and one in 
Massachusetts. In each case it was de- 
cided that the lawful beneficiary was the 
widow, and not the father. he court 
fuyther states that it finds nothing in the 

cisions of the courts of the State of 
New York contrary to the decisions quot- 
ed, and that the widow is entitled to the 
money. 


WRECKED PAIR CAN’T LAND. 


Immigrants Deported Because the Hus- 
band Has Trachoma. 


A young Spanish couple are at Ellis Isl- 
and awaiting deportation, who after a try- 
ing experience in a schooner which was 
wrecked recently on the Cuban coast ar- 
rived here a week ago last Monday. 


Emanuel Alexiadis, the husband, 1s now 
in the hospital on Ellis Island suffering 
from a bad case of trachoma. There 1s 
nothing the matter with the wife, Dut 
under the law she will have to go back 
to Cuba with her husband as soon as the 
pagmctene say that he its able to travel. 

he Alexiadis couple lived for six years 
in Galveston, but the man for some reason 
did not change hig citizenship. They de- 
cided to go to Havana, and sailed from 
Galveston for that port several weeks ago 
in the two-masted schooner Fina Feura. 
The schooner was wrecked in a storm, 
and Alexiadis lost everything he owned. 
Having a brother at Coney Island, he de- 
cided to come to New York and got pas- 
sage for himself and his wife on the 
steamship Ripley. 

As trachoma Is cne of the diseases that 
absolutely bars an allen from entering the 
United States, the man has no appeal. 
He will probably be sent back to Havana 
next week.

Foreman Jumped to Fire Horses’ 
Backs When the Rein Broke.

HOPE HALL’S NEW SITE 
IN ROCKLAND COUNTY 


Ex-Convicts in Volunteers of 
America Home to Leave Flushing. 


OLD SITE SOLD AT BIG PROFIT 


Exact Situation of the New Home a 
Secret for the Present—Scope 
of the Work. 


Hope Hall, where Mrs. Ballington Booth 
has aided ex-convicts to re-enter the 
social fold after they have been practical- 
ly ostracized, will move from its home at 
Flushing, L. I., some time before Sept. 1. 
Its present site has so increased in value 
in the real estate boom on Long Island 
that [ts holders have disposed of it at 
nearly triple the price paid for it six years | 
ago. A new home has been purchased for | 
the Hall in Rockland County, near Nyack. | 

About six weeks ago, G. K. Carpenter, 
a@ real estate operator, offered $85,000 for 
the property at Flushing, which consists 
of about ten acres. The property cost 
$12,000 about six years ago. Naturally, 
the Volunteers of America, who con- 
trolled the property, did not let this knock 
of opportunity remain unanswered. They 
sold, but retained the privilege of vacating 
any time up to Sept. 1. The purchaser 
has already commenced to cut the prop- 
erty up into building lots. 

The new site in Rockland County was 
purchased about two weeks ago for 
$15,000. The property consists of a large, 
handsome house and forty acres of 
ground, with extensive barns and other 
outbuildings. After necessary alterations 
Hope Hall will take up its residence there, 
possibly by Aug. 1. 

Information concerning the exact loca- 
tion of the property is withheld by the 
Volunteers. Col. Craft, the Treasurer, 
said yesterday that there is no secret 
about the location, but that the associa- 
tion preferred to move into its new home 
and to make alterations before it was an- 
nounced just where the home is located. 

“We want to make friends with our 
neighbors,”’ he said. “‘ When we have been 
in our home for some time they will un- 
derstand us. We want to show them that 
we are not a bad, ferocious lot.”’ 

This statement recalls the reported dis- 
satisfaction among the residents of Flush- 
ing owing to the presence of the home 
there. On this point Col. Craft said: 

“There was no truth in the alleged dis- 
satisfaction. Our neighbors were our 
friends. The statements originated with 
two persons who had property near by. 
When we first went to Flushing they of- 
fered to buy our property. We refused to 
sell. Then they started these statements.” 

Col. Craft quoted from an _ editorial 
which appeared in a Flushing paper. 

The editorial said that, while there were 
some people who would be glad that Hope 
Hall was to go, there were many who 
were sorry. About 2,800 found a home in 
the hall 'n six and a half years, said the 
editorial, and of these there were only 
three or four who had subsequently been 
arrested for crime. 

“To my knowledge there were only two 
inmates indicted,” said Col. Craft. “‘ One 
was a man who was practically crazy. 
He was not a regular inmate of the hali, 
but had been there at one time. He was 
arrested for breaking into an outhouse 
and stealing some tools. Ordinarily such 
a man would be sent to an insane asylum, 
but he was hurried away to prison again. 
The other man was arrested for attempted 


burglary. He was acquitted after trial." 

Col. Craft does not expect any opposi- 
tion from the hall’s new neighbors. He 
placed little faith in a statement to th: 
effect that the country people have al-! 
ready decided to discontinue their walks 
after their evening meal. 

“There is no occasion for alarm,” he 
said. ‘“‘ Nobody is allowed off the prem- 
ises at any time during the day without 
a special permit from those in charge. 
D ting the night everybody has to be in 
the house after supper. 

Just what Mrs. Booth accomplishes !n 
the home wag explained by Col. Craft: 

“Most men who come out of prison 
haven't a friend in the world. They must 
have a chance to get on their feet or 
within a short time they will be behind 
the bars again. We take these men from 

risons east of the Mississippi River. Mrs. 

ooth requires that they come straight 
to her from prison without dallying on the 
way. After a while we secure positions 
for them and then they leave us. A man 
probably does not remain more than a 
couple of months.” 

Col. Craft said that the new property 
formerly belonged to Peter K, Knapp, 
who was a friend of the late Robert Bon- 
ver. The Knapp property is high up on 
the side of South Mountain, where the 
Palisades end. 

A Wall Street man named Oberbeck 
bought the property about two years ago. 
He made extensive improvements in the 
houss and grounds. Mr. Oberbeck sold 
the property to the Volunteers of Amer- 
ica because he wanted to go to Europe. 


KEAHON NOT A RICH LEADER.

Detectives Have a Smart Tussle with 
Two Alleged Operators at Fishkill. 


On information supplied by the postal 
authorities, detectives of Inspector Mo- 
Laughlin’s staff arrested Charles Sher- 
wood and Michael Ryan in a hotel at 
Fishkill, N. Y., yesterday. Ryan, who is 
60 years old, is said by the police to be 
the present king of the green goods men. 
Sherwood, while fighting to escape, was 
severely beaten by the detectives. Ryan 
Jumped out of a second-story window, 
but failed to get away. 

Both men were taken to Police Head- 
quarters on a United States warrant and 
locked up. 

On July _ 9 Post Office Inspector Mayer 
called on Inspector McLaughlin and asked 
him to help capture certain een goods 
men who were operating at Fishkill. The 
Inspector assigned Detectives McConville, 
Mulcare, Nelson, and Harvey to the task. 
eels located the meén at Fiannelly’s 

otel. 

Two Postal Inspectors disguised as farm- 
ers met the operators at the hotel in 
response to green goods literature and 
were taken to the second floor yesterday 
afternoon. The detectives waited down 
stairs for a signal. Becoming alarmed 
after an hour had passed without the 
signal the detectives ran to the room 
and burst In the door. 

Sherwood bolted for the door and was 
met by an upper cut on the chin from 
Nelson. He went down, but got up again 
and grappled with the detective. rhe 
latter struck him again and he fell to 
the floor unconscious. Meanwhile the 
other detectives were after Ryan,. who 
had jumped out of the window, carrying 
the sash with him. One of the detec- 
tives also jumped, while the others ran 
to the yard below to head the man off. 
When they got there they found Ryan 
in the custody of their comrade, 

Sherwood required medical attendance 
when he reached Police Headquarters.
